The installation covers approximately 75
acres and contains 60 major buildings: 14
probable barracks, 2 probable administration
buildings, 2 administration/support buildings,
L8 storage/support buildings, 1 possible mess-
hall, 1 possible auditorium, 8 possible am-

munition/POL. storage bunkers, 6 probable stor-
age buildings, 2 support buildings, 4 vehicle
storage buildings, and 2 probable vehicle repair
buildings.

DESCRIPTION OF INSTALLATION

Road Service

‘The installation is located within the Pan-
filov urban road network.

Aircraft Landing Strip

A natural surface landing strip approxi-
mately 3,100 ft long is located approximately
3 km southeast of the installation.

Administration and Troop Housing Areas

Area D1 is walled and contains 14 prob-
able barracks, 1 possible messhall, 2 prob-
able administration buildings, and 8 storage
buildings.

Area D2 is walled and contains 1 possible
auditorium and 2 administration/support build-
ings.

General Storage Area

Area E is a secured area with probable

open storage and 6 probable storage buildings.

Ammunition Storage Area

Area F contains 8 possible ammunition or
POL storage bunkers and 2 probable support
buildings.

Other Buildings

Several small support sheds are located
throughout the complex.

Equipment Storage/Maintenance Area

Area J is walled and contains 4 L-shaped
vehicle sheds (two 35 by 240 feet, one 35 by
180 feet, and one 35 by 230 feet), 2 probable
vehicle repair buildings, and 10 storage sup-
port kuildings.

Athletic Field

Area K is an athletic field.
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
